WASHINGTON — Today, millions of 
Americans learn how much their Social 
Security checks arc going up. 

But future increases ore in doubt — the 
annual inflation adjustment is under attack 
from powerful lawmakers. ' 

Those pushing for the change, including 
Senate Majority. Leaddr Bob Dole, House 
■ — Speakec-Newt-Gingrich-and-Sen. Daniel 
Patrick Moynihan, D-N.Y., have termed it 
a technical readjustment to remove an up- 
ward bios in the Consumer Price Index. 

Opponents contend that politicians are 
latching onto the CPI adjustment as a 
backdoor way to cut Social, Security and 
hike taxes, something that both Republi- 


cans and Democrats have pledged not to 
do. 

Moynihan has called for benefit increas- 
es such ns Social Security to be limited to 
1 percentage point below the CPI rate. 

If Moynihan's position prevails in this 
year’s budget debate, it couid mean around 
S7 less per month for the average Social 
Security recipient next year. That would 
mean the average monthly benefit check of 
-$702 would riM by Sll-instcad of nround- 
$18. 

The lure of Moynihan’s proposal is that 
it holds out the prospect of huge .savings 
— $281 billion over seven years. That 
would be equal to one-third of the S894 
billion the Republicans need to achieve 
their goal of a balanced budget by 2002. 


The small adjustment can lead to such 
big numbers because nearly 30 percent of 
all federal outlays are tied to changes in 
the Consumer Price Index.' The biggest 
savings would comcifrom adjusting pay- 
ments to the 43 million Americans receiv- 
ing Social Security. But the CPI is also 
used to adjust federal welfare and pension 
payments.' 

In addition, the federal government 
-would reap-the-added benefit of higher tax 
revenue. 

To eliminate "bracket creep” caused by 
inflation pushing taxpayers into higher in- 
come levels, the IRS adjusts its tax brack- 
ets and personal exemption levels in tme ' 
with increases in the CPI. A 1 percentage

Twin Falls police seek August rapist

TWIN FALLS —.A homeless pre-teen 
girl told police she was bound, gagged and 
raped in August by a transient cook who 
. lived in a neighboring tent in the bock yard 
of a Twin Falls horhe. 

Two months later, police have decided 
to seek the public’s help in apprehending 
Danny Wolfe, 27, in connection with thp 
rope. 

Wolfe mpy be in the Magic Valley or in 
Jackpot, Nev., said Detective Chuck Dud- 
ley of the Twin Falls Police Department. 
Wolfe is described as 5 feci 6 inches tall, 
130 pounds with black hair and brown 
.eyes. 


Wolfe ond the girl's family were- living 
in separate tents in a Twin Falls man’s 
back yard on Aug. 10 when Wolfe mviled 
her into his lent while her mother was 
away, according to on affidavit written by 
Dudley. 

Wolfe, formerly a cook for the Royal 
Lounge, then put tape over her mouth, 
bound her arms together tied her legs in a 
spread-eagle position and raped her, Dud- 
ley’s affidavit said. Wolfe told her he 
would kill her family if she told anyone, 
the affidavit said. 

An arrest warrant charging Wolfe with 
lewd conduct was issued several days afler 
the crime, but police didn’t alert the public 
earlier because Wolfe apparently fled Ida- 


ho for a time afler the rape, Dudley said. 
Also,' Dudley was concerned that publicity 
miglit friglitcn the victim into silence. 

“Why should 1 worn them if the guy is 
not in town?" Dudley asked. “There’s no 
reason for me to release confidential infor- 
mation if there is no dxuigcr to the citizens 
of Twin Falls. That is why nothing was put 
out.” 

Dudley u-sked TUe Times-News to with- 
hold information about the rape Thursday 
until Monday, when a photo of Wolfe will 
become available, and the public could be 
better informed about him in a single an- 
nouncement.

TWIN FALLS - Uncle Sam didn’t do 
his homework, so now he has to pay 
$23,000 in attorney fees to if Mackay-arca 
woman who fended off woter claims by 
the Bureau of Land Monugemeni near Iter 
ranch, according to the Snake River water 
court.

ington-bosed Department of Justice attor- 
ney handling the BLM's claims in Idaho. 

”Wc don't agree the sanctions are war- 
ranted,” Leininger said Thursday, adding 
it's top early to say if Bilycu's decision 

will be appealed! ' 

Simply put, the BLM did not adequately 
investigate its surface water claims before 
pursuing them in court, Bilyeu wrote in u 
memorandum decision and. order. 
Claimants "must reasonably determine the 
validity of a claim before asserting it,” she 
wrote. 

"At the lime the BLM filed the claims at 
issue here, it had no information that any- 
one had ever seen .surface water available 
for livestock consumption at these claim 
sites." she wrote. The BLM based its 
claims on aerial photos of the, area, but did 
not foliow-up with an o'n-thc-ground in- 
vestigation, Bilyeu wrote. 

“The federal government felt it was''-'' 
proper procedure to base a claim on an 
aerial photograph that showed a willow 
tree, and claim that a cow drank there in 
1884.’’ said Coates’ son.

Adolescents neglected, 
private study concludes

WASHINGTON — Millions of the na- 
tion’s 10- to 14-ycar-olds 'could become 
“lifelong casualties’’ of substance abuse, 
‘ AIDS ond other social ills unless society 
, gives them more adention and support, a 
private report concludes. 

But all is not lost, said the report Thurs- 
day by the Comegle Council on Adoles- 
cent Development, a panel of 27 educa- 
tors scientists, U.S. senators and health 
and legal experts.'It says there is much that 
. families, schools,. businesses ond the mc- 
.-dla can do to smooth the transition from 
adolescence to adulthood. 

The council’s research found young 
adolescents engaging, iti bchoviors once 
associated with middld.'and late adoles- 
.cence -y. drtig apd. alcohbl' abuse, sexual 
activity, pregnancy and violence. 

It said the nation is neglecting its 10- to 
14-ycaf-olds — an. age. when they most 
need attention — and laid the blame on so- 


cial and economic changes, including the 
rise in single-parent and double-income 
families, declining parental involvement in 
schools and increased television vicwirig. 

Among its solutions, the panel recom- 
mended making middle schools smaller so 
teacher? and pupils con form stoble. per- 
sonal rclationshipsthat promote learning. 

It also suggested that schools, communi- 
ty groups and employers adopt "family- 
friendly” policies, such as flexible work 
hours, aflcr-school programs, and parent- 
support groups to help strengthen families.

: WASHINGTON (AP) — The iron 

; hand of (he-House-Rqjublicairlcad" 
; ership was briefly visible this week 
; in a statement explaining why a 
WiKonsin freshman was kicked off 
• an important subcommittee. 

He voted the wrong way. 

The statement, though quickly dis- 
: avowed as “unauthorized," f^urthcr 
; highlighted the centralized power 
and strict discipline that arc the hall- 
marks of this GOP-run Congress. 

“It’s a very top*down arrange- 
ment,” said congressional analyst 
Tom Mann of the Brookings 
Institution. "They’ve created a party- 
oriented agepda and a hierarchical 
arrangement for imposing that agen- 
da on committees.” 

The producer, director and leading 
man is House Speaker Newt 
Gingrich, who is using threats, diplo- 
nucy and structural changes to work 
his and his party’s will. He is more 
dominant than any other recent 
speaker. 

House rules are chang^ing In ways 
that almost always coitccntratc more 
power in Gingrich’s office and dis- 
perse less through the rest of the 
institution. The most recent shock 
wave came when The New Yorker 
' reported that Gingrich was contem- 
plating eliminating committees alto- 
gether. 

“That’s not going to happen," said 
Gingrich spokesman Tony Blankley. 
“Newt has no plan or intention of 
discarding the committee system. 
The committees 'arc going to contin- 
ue as they have.” 

However, even he acknowledges 
that they have less influence now 
than ihcy-did under the DemocratSi

Judge deals 
rancher defeat 
in grazing case 

RENO. Nev. (AP) — A fedcial 
judge has rejected claims by Elko 
County rancher ClifT Gardner that 
the United States does not own pub- 
lic lands in Nevada and can't tell - 
him where to graze his livestock. 

Under "unambiguous Supreme 
Court precedent, there can be no 
reasonable doubt that the national 
forests ... are the property of the 
United States and rightfully man- 
aged by the Forest Service.** U.S. 
District Judge David W. Hagen 
wrote in his decision. 

The govenunent tiled a civil tres- 
pass action against Elko County 

ran cher ClifT Gardner.on. June 21. 

claiming he had been grazing his 
cattle illegally in the Humboldt 
National Forest since May 1994. 

Gardner contends that the United 
States neither owned the land nor 
had* the authority to require pamits 
for the land on which the cattle 
were grazing. 

The court disagreed, ruling that 
“the Gardners have no valid argu- 
ment that the United States does not 
own the land” and that "similarly 
without merit is ihc'Gardncrs' 
asseniomthat the United States has 
no authority to retain public lands 
in its possession.” 

Gardner's attorney. Glade Hall 
of Reno, said be would appeal the 
decision to the 9lh U.S. Circuit 
Court of Appeals in San 
Francisco. 

He said that action would put the 
issues in the Justice Department's . 
lawsuit against Nyc County before 
the appeals court even before the 
Nyc County ease is decided by a ;

Another earthquake 
Shakes Mexico City 


MEXICO CITY (AP) — A second 
earthquake, in four days rottled 
Mexico City Thursday, causing sky- 
scrapers to sway and people to rush 
out of their offices in p^ic. 

The shaking began al lOtiS a.m. 
MDT and lost^ only a few seconds. 

A preliminary reading at the 
National Seismological Institute said 
the quake measured 6.1 and the epi- 
center was near the border between 
Michoaean-and Colima states on 
Mexico's Pacific coast. 

The quake was the 26th and 
strongest aftershock ofa 7.6-magni- 
tude quake on Monday (hat killed at 
least 54 people and was centered 300 
miles west of Mexico City just off 
Colima’s coast. 

The (own hardest hit on Monday 
os Manzanillo, 25 miles southeast of 
the _ center,,. o.f_ today’s quakc- 
Thursday’s temblor collapsed the roof 
of a movie theater damaged in 
Monday's quake and knocked down a 
wall at the bus station, the govern- 
ment’s Notimex news agency report- 
ed. 


There wcrc no immediate reports of 
deaths from the new quake, but 
Notimex quoted local officials os say- 
ing five workmen were hurt in 
Monzanillo when they jumped from 
.scaffolding. 

A 1 985 earthquake in Mexico that 
killed more than 6,000 people has 
made many nerves raw wnen the 
ground starts rolling. 

"Tliis is the second time this week, 

. and I'm not taking any chances," said 
Armando Alyu», on office worker in 
. a high-rise building olong Mexico 
City’s main boulevard, Pasco dc la 
Refoima. 

Fellow office worker Lilibel 
Gomez said, "I'm scored whenever it 
shakes," os she ran down the stairwell

Other ofnee workers who stayed 
inside the building were loo nervous - 
to move and hugged each other for 
support.

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New standards aim 
at restaurant food

BOISE (AP) — In Idaho reslou- 
'inuits, a hi^ health-inspection score 
- does notneccssarily mean safe food. 

Food tn restaurants that score hi^h 
on Inspections con still make people 
sick, but officials say a recent 
strengthening of state standards will 
soon start taking hold. . 

An outbreak of E. coli bacteria 
sickened at least 13 -people who ate 
at a Chili’s Restaurant in Boise in 
mid-September. In early 1993, on E. 
coli outbreak infected 15 people 
who ate at Boise Jack In The Box 
restaurants. 

In both coses, -the, restaurants did 
well on surprise health inspections 
under a scoring system that 
remained essentiolly unchanged for 
more than a deedde. 

“The system really didn't get to 
the- heart of the problems and it 
caused people to focus on the minor 
issues instead of the critical,” said 
Tom Turco, director of environ- 
mental health for the Central 
District Health Department. 

As of July 1, more stringent 
heallh-ins'pcction standards took, 
hold. 

Food-handling standards for 
restaurants are fairly constant across 
the nation; However, there is some 
variation in how states enforce the 
standards. 

In general, inspectors look for 
“critical items” and “non-critical 
items.” Critical items include 
problems like not keeping food at 
the ccirrcct temperdture, insects in 
the kitchen, failure of employees 
to wash hands ahd using the same 
utensils for raw meat and raw 


vegetables. 

Non-critical items include insuffi- 
cicnt-lighttng-OF.yentilatton, lack of 
hair restraints and low -water pres- 
sure. 

. Under the old system in’'ldaho, a 
restaurant suirted on inspection with 
100 points and lost up to Hve points 
for a critical item and up to two 
points for a non-critical item.- A 
grade of 80 was considered failing, 
although rehaurants were rarely 
closed. Inspectors usually conduct- 
ed follow-up visits. 

Tureo said that caused restaura- 
teurs to foctis on their scores, even 
though a score of 92 might include 
two serious violations. Also, if ’ 
inspectors found multiple instances 
of the same violation, the^ could 
only deduct points for one violation. 

Turco said the new system makes 
restaurant operators focus more on 
the violations. 

Restouraiits now stdfllout with a 
score bf zero. An inspector adds a 
point for each critical violation, and 
cah count each time the same viola- 
tion is found. Inspectors conduct a 
follow-up visit if there arc serious 
violations. If they have to make a 
second fpllow-up visit, the restau- 
rant must pay an $80 fee to the 
state. 

Dave Hand, executive director of 
the Idaho Hospitality and Travel 
Association, ogrecd that the new 
regulations should help reduce food 
illness. . . 

“If you incrcose the level of Uain- 
ing and awareness, you should have 
a much safer food supply,? he said. 

“I think it’s a major step forward.”

Forest reopens timber sale areas 


GRANGEVILLE (AP) — The 
Nc 2 Perce National Forest has 
reopened roads to the public around 
two timber sales near Dixie, but pro- 
testers vow to contmue their opposi- 
tion to logging in the Cove-Mollard 
area. 

The Forest Service ordered the 
area of the Jack and Noble sales 
closed in June for public safety and 
to prevent .interference with timber 
woiicers. But Red River Ranger Ed 
-•Wood said'Wednesday d»t the road- 
closures were not directed toward 
any poittcular group. 

”1 didn’t hear one compbint from 
the. general public other than the 
Cove-MdlbRl activists,” Wood said. 

Environmentalists in the Cove- 
Mallard Coalition have waged a 


high-profile civil disobedience cam- 
paign for three years against road 
building and logging in the Cove- 
Mallard area. They contend the 
Forest Service is violating federal 
environmental laws by allowing 
development in a crucial roadless 
jinbitatforwildlife. 

Forest officials counter that they 
began work on the Cove-Mallard 
only afler nearly a decade of legal 
debate, which finally determined 
thot-the-timber-salos-violated-no.. 
, environmental laws.- 

There are nine sales scheduled in 
the area. The Grouse Creek sale was 
logged lost year and the Noble sale 
is about one-third completed, Wood 
said. It is scheduled to be completed 
by October 1996 and will yield 8.6 


million board feet of timber. 

The Jock sale will yield 6 million 
board feel of timber and is .sched- 
uled to be completed by January . 
1998. Contractors arc building 13 
miles of road into the sale, all but 
four of which have been completed. 

Wood said the road closures were 
ordered only after activists began' 
interfering with contractors woridng 
in the forest, prompting concerns 
about public safety. 

. “Until.that iirae.,anybody_was fVee 
to go out ond look at what we were 
doing,” he said. “People weren't 
endangering themselves and that 
paiiem can very cosily continue as 
long as people show some sense and 
don't interfere. We're not afraid of 
people watching us.”

BOISE (AP) — Fish advocates 
are outraged by the U.S. Forest 
-Service-s-oecision. to allow., salvage 
logging on the site of Idaho’s 1994 
Thunderbolt fire, an important 
spawning area for the endangered 
Snake River chinook salmon.

2 Mini-Cassia felons take on appeals court

HAILEY - Two Mini-Cassia 
area felons - one a convicted rapist 
and the other imprisoned on a con- 
viction of drunken driving that 
resulted in a serious injury acci- 
dent - took their eases to the Idaho 
Court of Appeals Thursday. 

Paul Joseph Pugslcy, of 
HcybUnij^was convicted in 1994 of 
thrcc'cKarges of lewd and'Iascivi- 
ous conduct with a pre-teen girl., 
He also was convicted of one 
count of rape of o teenage girl in 
•another trial the same year. 
Pugslcy was sentenced to life in 
prison on the lewd conduct 
charges. 


Pugslcy, represented by Burley 
lawyer James Annest, has appealed 
on several grounds. According to a 
ease synopsis provided by the 
•Appeals Court, Pugslcy claims his 
right to effective counsel was vio- 
lated. that he was punished twice 
for the same offense, and that 
improper evidence was admitted 
during each of his trials. He also 
claims that his sentences were 
excessive and amounted to cruel 
and unusual punishment; 

Arcadio Rodriguez, in his early 
60s. also appealed his conviction. 
Rodriguez was sentenced in. 1994 
to one to five years in prison in 
connection with a drunken driving 
accident in which a Kimberly fam- 
ily was seriously injured. 


Rodriguez was represented by 
Rupert attorney Dave Pena, who 
appealed Rodriguez’s conviction 
on grounds that he was subjected 
to a blood alcohol level test that 
violated his constitutional protec- 
tion against unrca.sonable searches 
anc^ seizures. 

Rodriguez was hospitalized aficr 
the accident and doesn’t remember 


consenting to a blood alcohol t«|st.. 
Peno said. 


Rodriguez’s argument is based 
on an Idaho Supreme Court ruling 
that determined officials cannot 
search a home without a warrant. 
Pena said, relying only on the basis 
that evidence may be destroyed by 
the time ofilcials obtained a war- 


. In Rodriguez’s ease, officials 
were after traces of alcohol that 
could have been in his system. 
Any evidence would hove disap- 
peared after a period of time. 

Pena extended the home to the 
body, arguing that the U.S. 
Supreme Court has determined that 
the body is even more sacred than 
the home. 

In the Cassia County ease, 
Rodriguez entered o conditional, 
guilty plea, reserving the right to 
appeal the court’s denial of his 
request to not allow the blood 
alcohol level test as evidence. 

Appeals Court Justices heard 
oral arguments in the two eases in 
Hailey Thursday. They may issue 
their rulings at any time, Pena said.

Stay tuned 
to the changes 
on the TV dial

■ TWIN FALLS — In DcnvcT.-a televi- 
sion station that was switching its net- 
work afTlHation set up a telephone help 
line to assist beftiddled viewers. 

There ere no plans to do the same in 
this, the I9Sth-Iargcst TV maricet in the 
country, but.stay tuned. 

For the wild scramble by the four com- 
mercial TV networks for stations to , 
broadcast their programming has reached 
even southern Idaho. 

Stations in Twin Falls and Idaho Falls 
have announced plans to switch their 
network allegiances, and more will prob- 
ably follow. 

“It's a difTcrent world for television 
these days,” said George Brown, pro- 
gram director of Twin Falls’ KMVT-TV, 
a longtime CBS affiliate. “Stations are 
changing networks all over the country, 
and I'm surcithey'rc confusing viewers 
in the process." 

"There's just so much more program- 
ming now,” said Dick McMahon, who 
manages Twin Falls’ KKVI-TV, which 
will drop it^ ABC affiliation and air Fox 
Broadcttstin^programming exclusively 
starting in January. “Local stations have 
a lot more choices." . • 

For those stations, locked into argree- 
mcnls with ABC. CBS, Fox or NBC to 
get the programming they needed, choic- 
es have traditionally been few and far be- 
tween. But four developments in the post 
' decode hove turned the TV industry up- 
sidedown: 

• The rise of whole new industry in 
soiling syndicated programs,- initially re- 
runs of popular network shows sueh os 
"M-A-S-H" and “Cheers," and eventual- 
ly originol productions, such os “Star 
Trek: The Next Generation" and “Bay- 
watch." it's now possible for a stmion.to 
buy enough programming to fill its 
broadchst schedule. 

• The rapid growth of cable TV tech- 
nology, through satellites and fiber-op- 
tics, and the proliferation of companies 
to supply programming to fill all those 
channels for nil those hours. In 1975, the 
average cable system in America offered 
12 channels; now it’s more than 40 — 
and rising fast 

• Changes in ownership of dozens- of 
large-market stations, followed by 
wholesale changes in network affllia- ' 
tions. For example, CBS bought the Salt 
Lake City NBC amiiaie;_KUTV-TV last 
year, forcing its own lon^me local affil- 
iate, KSL-TV.'lp find -a new network. It 
chose NBC. 

• The dramatic growth, in just six 
yenrs,_of I^x Broadcasting into a full- 

'flcdged 'major network- Fox, which 
broadcasts popular programs such as 
“Melrose Place,” “Beverly Hills 90210” 
and “TTic Simpsons,” rcalJycntered the 
big time lost year when it outbid CBS for 
rights to broadcast NFC football giwes. 
Two weeks into the current television 
season, it's already the third-ranked net- 
work. aheod-of CBS. 

All 6f that means that local stations, 
long the loyal subjects of the networks, 
have, suddenly found themselves in a 
seller's market. 

“We were being courted by ABC and . 
NBC, and that was a'nice position to be 
in,” said Rickie Brady, general manager 
ofldaho Falls’ KJFI-TV, which is ending 
its 3S-year.association with NBC to be- 
come on ABC affiliate. 

That switch helped prompt KXVI’s 
move to Fox. since KK^’s sister station 
in Pocatello, KPVl-TV, is the current 
ABC affiliate in eastern Idaho. Sunbelt

Film review 


Demi Moore gives the impression 
that she's not satisfied with playing 
one of American literature's most 
famous heroines but aims to sculpt a 
modem role model . Everything in the 
screenplay seems calculated to canon- 
ize D^i Moore rather than her char- 
acter of Hester Piynnc. 

The movie tackles some very justifi- 
able ta^cts in the hypocrisy and tyran- 
ny of rigid, strtall-mindcd people. And, 
' oh. it is pretty. li almost resembles a 
photo layout from a 17th-century 
National Geographic. But dramatically 
it's wooden and hollow. 

Both JofTc 's direction and Stewart's 
screenplay arc ludicrously heavy- 
handed. Tlicy felt they could improve 
on Hawthorne by including-Apicncon 
Indian warfare, witchcrafi trials and 
quickly shot scalpings. They linger 
over scenes of “sexual awakening" — 
which means literary purists best pre- 
pare tiicmscivcs for sequences of nudi- 
ty arid mosnubation. 

As everyone who survived high 
school English knows, “The Scarlet 
Lct^f” is the story of Hester, a woman 
of Both passion and compassion. She 
must wear a scarlet “A” to symbolize 
the act of adultery that resulted in the 
birth of a child out of wedlock. By its 
end, the book reveals what Was sus- 
pected for many chapters — her lover 
was the tormented Rev. Arthur 
Dimmesdalc. The novel’s tragic 
denouement is followed by a rebtivcly 
upbeat prologue. 

The new movie relates the stoiy in a 
purely chronological format From the 
beginning, -we watch the handsome 
clergyman and the beautiful Hester 
(whose absent husband is reported 
dead) make meaningful eye contact, 
fantasize about one another and finally 
consummate their attraction. Their 
love scene is handled with solemn 
absurdity. / 

The movie has uttle suspense or 
psycholQgical probing. Everyone 
speaks in halting (ones and seems to 
move in slow mdtion. The best perfor- 
mance comes from, Goty Oldman, vul- 
nerable and appealing as the rcmoisd^ 
ful Dimmesdale, whose progressive 
views are sometimes too much for 
New Eng^d Puritans.

Jones will 
fight NFL 
decision 

IRVING, Texas (AP) — Jerry 
Jones says the NFL is out to get 
him and he's not about to let the 
league harass his Dallas Cowboys. ; 

Jones, the Cowboys* rebellious’ 
owner, was furious Thursday over! 
the league's ruling that he restruc-! 
ture Deion Senders' S3S million 
contract. 

“This is not about Deion, what 
this is about is sticking it to the 
Cowboys," Jones said. “They're 
trying to intimidate the Cowboys, 
they're trying to be a bully. It’s so 
transjiarent that the NFL is being 
selective." 

Last month, Jones vowed to fight 
a S300 million lawsuit filed by the 
NFL in an cfTort to stop him from 
signing any more licensing deals 
without league approval. Jones de- 
fied the league by agreeing to sepa- 
rate deals with Nike, Inc., Pepsi 
and American Express. 

Jones plans to fight the NFL’s 
objection to Sanders’ contract as 
soon as he finds out from the 
league what's specifically wrong 
with it. 

"The NFL has chosen to change 
the salary cap rules in mid-stream,” 
Jones said. 

“The first lime we step out and 
use the system for a high profile 
free agent, the NFL objects to it. 
It’s blatant subjectivity.” 

The league has conditionally ap-! 
proved Sanders’ seven-year deal 
but said it violates the ^irit of the 
S37.1 million-pcr-tcam cap., ac- 
cording to Harold Henderson, the 
NFL’s director of labor relations. . 

Jones disagrees. 

‘Tve lost a lot of faith in the 
NFL because of this.” Jones said. 
“We wiji fight it. Tliis gives me a 
lot of resolve. This is very disturb- 
ing.” . 

Technically. Sanders will make 
the NFL base salary of $178,000 
for the first three years, but his pay 
will average S5.5 million per year 
including his nearly $13 million 
signing bonus. 

“Sanders' contract is structured 
to avoid counting under the salary 
cap a very large portion of the 
compensation which Dcion is to re- 
ceive for his services during the; 
early years of his contract,” Hen-- 
dcison said. 

"In this respect. Dcion’s contract 
stands apart from every other in the 
league. In our view, Inc contract as • 
currently structured involves salary! 
cap circumvention.”

No flag-waving for these Patriots 

New England team wonders what went wrong, how to salvage season 


FOXBORO. Moss. (AP) — Bill Porcclls is 
puzzled. Drew Bledsoe is frustniied. TTie New 

England Potriois are.tcrrible 

After a summer of gushing previews — m 
least one magazine picked the Patriots to reoch 
' the AFC title gome — they have fallen opart in 
almost every aspect of the gome. 

They arc 1*4 with four straight losses and visit 
Kansas City (5-1) Sunday. mmmmmmm 

But that's not the worst pan. 

They are last in the NFL with 43 
points and three touchdowns, -and 
Bledsoe is the only stoning quancrback 
with no touchdown posses. In lost sea- 
son's opener olonc, they scored 35 
points und Bledsoe threw four scoring*^^”*^" 
passes. 

On defense, only five teams have allowed 
more yards, and the' Patriots repeatedly have 
been burned on long pass plays. 

Parcclls, who had the answers when he 
coached the New York Giants Co two Super 
Bowl wins, isn't sure how to turn the team 
. .around. "! would hope so," he said, when asked 
if he still can reach young players. “Right now, it 
doesn't appear that I'm doing that." 

Tlic most glaring underachiever is Bledsoe, the 
top pick in the 1993 draft. His powerful arm led 
the Patriots to the playoffs in his' second NFL 
season. He's not playing like an experienced 
quarterback tliis year. 

He missed the fourth gome of the season with 
a separated shoulder on his non-throwing arm, 
then struggled in last Sunday night’s embarrass- 
ing 37-3 loss to Denver in the Patriots first 
prime-time home game in 14 years. 

“I'm still confident I have the talent to be a 
good player, but I've got to be sure I'm patient in 
the pocket." Bledsoe said. "I have to be sharp 


with my reads. Last week, a couple of times. I 
threw to' the wrong receiver. There were some 
timcs.ljusididn'Lihrowaccuraiely. 

“It's frustrating, but I don't think the team is 
discouraged." 

Neither he nor Parcclls blamed his poor per- 
formance on his shoulder. 

There arc other obvious reasons for the team's

poor performance since its 17-14 season-opening 
win against Cleveland. 

The loss of key players to free agency, a 
revamped defensive line, a poor pass rush, nag- 
ging injuries, unimaginative play calling, and, 
overconfidence all came together at the wrong 
time for a team that ended the 1 994 regular sea- 
son with seven consecutive wins before a close 
playofTloss to Cleveland. 

Was the team too smug because of all the pre- 
season praise? "That's right," Parcclls said. 
"They're finding out, oren't they?" 

‘Teams ore taking us a lot more seriously, or 
were at least coming into the season." Bledsoe 
said. 

In the first five games lost season, the Patriots 
were 3-2 and fullback Kevin Turner hod 26 
catches and 13 runs. He went to Philadelphia as 
a free agent'and his roplaccmcht.'Sorh Gash, has 
7 receptions and no runs. 

Free agency also claimed the Patriots lop wide 
receiver, Michael Timpson, and a productive 
running back, Leroy Thompson. The rcplocc- 


menls, Vincent Brisby and Dove Meggctt, have 
fallen far short of cxpecuuioos. 

. ..Pro Bowl tight end Ben Coates has been blan- 
keted after his AFC-bcst 96 catches last year and 
has been hobbled by on ankle injury. 

Rookie Curtis Martin rushed for 102 yards in 
his first game but has 155 in four games since 
then because of poor blocking and the Patriots 
,^_nccd to pass after falling behind. 

On defense, inside linebacker Vincent 
Brown is having a subpar season after 
undergoing knee surgery in training camp. 
And young outside linebackers Chris Slodc 
and Willie McGinest, counted on to charge 
the quarterback, have two sacks between 
them. 

“We were suppo.scd to be upgrading in areas 
.to make ourselves a better team but we're not 
playing that way." Brown said. "I thought t 
were beyond the kind of performances that 
we've exhibited lately." 

Parcclls has noticed a lack of effort by some 
players.

Boxing-TV deals are based on 
potential comings.
